WASHINGTON—Senate investigators have come to the conclusion 


that the Defense Department signed a $6.5 billion fighter plane 
contract for a "second rate airplane." 


They believe that the plane that was rejected by Defense Secre- 


tary Robert S. McNamara-in a highly "unusual" bidding procedure 
—is better than the plane that McNamara purchased. 


As one investigator put it, "If the Russians could build the plane 


that was rejected, they could shoot down the fleet of planes that 
the U. S. is planning to build." 


This is the heart of the fantas- 


tic story that the senate perma- 
nent investigations subcommittee, 
headed by Sen. John McCellan 
(D-Ark), is attempting to prove in 
secret hearings.

Near Duluth 


,Pilot Radioed He 
Was Flying Blind 
In Snow and Fog 


DULUTH, Minn. (AP) - Four 


Wisconsin men flying home from 
a Canadian fishing trip died Sun- 
day as their small plane crashed 
minutes after the pilot radioed he 
was "flying blind" in fog and 
enow. 


The victims and four compan- 


ions, in a second ship, had flown 
Saturday from Superior, Wis., to 
Kakagi Lake in Ontario, about 50 
miles north of International Falls, 
Minn. They were almost home 
Sunday when the lead p l a n e 
crashed. 


Killed were Eugene Hokkala, 


49, the pilot, of Wentworth, Wis., 
and Dallis Malone, 52, William 
A. Sislo, 46, and Charles Pethers, 
37, all of Superior. 


Talked by Radio 


Walter Wesotowski,'27, Superior, 
pilot of the second airplane, said, 
"we were talking back and forth 
on the radio all the way back. 
When we started coming toward 
Superior the ceiling was lowering 
a little and I asked Hokkala 
where he was. He said he didn't 
know and that he was flying 
blind. He asked me for a bead- 
ing and I gave him mine, and 
I didn't know where he was 
from there." 


Wesolowski landed a few min- 


utes later at the Superior air- 
port, not knowing the other ship 
had crashed about four miles 
West of Duluth.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Supreme Court unani- 


mously upheld today a lower court ruling that the na- 
tion's railroads have the right to make sweeping work 
rules changes. 


The high court in an unsigned opinion rejected a un- 


ion protest against plans by the carriers to eliminate 
what management calls "featherbedding" work prac- 
tices. 


Five operating unions, representing about 210,000 


men who man the trains of 195 railroads, had asked the 
high court to overturn a decision by the U. S. Circuit 
Court in Chicago.

Act, are now free to put desired 
manpower economies into effect

It contained not a line 
about the international situation, 
though Mexico was torn by revo- 
lution and the Balkan wars being 
fought in Europe were destined 
16 months later to lead to the out- 
break of World War I. America 
as early as 1907 had played a 
prominent part in peace confer- 
ences at 
the Hague. Disarma- 


ment agreements had been made 
banning any bombardment of un- 
fortified cities. 


President Wilson himself tried 


in vain to keep the United States 
out of Europe's conflict, but when 
merchant ships carrying Ameri- 
can passengers were attacked 
without warning by German sub- 
marines, the United States, after 
two years of fruitless negotiation 
with the Kaiser's regime, entered 
the war in 1917. 


When the war ended in 1918, ef 


forts to bring about a peaceful

September Speech 


Most sigificant was a speech

Yet most of us 
who traveled with him to report 
his utterances never thought that 
the future war he described would 
ever come.

"Stop for a moment to think 


about the next war, if there should 
be one. I do not hesitate to say 
that the war we have just been

Mr. Wilson said that the contin- 


uance of heavy armaments would 
mean a 
militarized 
nation in 


America. He spoke of the burden- 
some taxes to be expected, and 
added: "You know what the ef- 
fect of a military government is 
upon social questions." 


But the most penetrating fore- 


cast that Mr. Wilson made in 
those days was with reference to 
the Presidency itself. He said in 
his St. Louis speech of Sept 5, 
1919, that if the world continued 
to live in terror, America proba- 
bly would have to be governed by 
"a concentrated, militaristic or- 
ganization," of which, of course, 
he disapproved. He declared: 


"You have got to think of the 


President of the United States, not 
as the chief counsellor of the na 
tion, elected for a little while, but 
as the man meant constantly and 
every day to be the Commander 
in-Chief of the Army and Navy of 
the United States, ready to order 
them to any part of the world 
where the threat of war is a men- 
ace to his own people. And you 
cannot do that under free debate. 
You cannot do that under public 
counsel. Plans must be kept se- 
cret. Knowledge must be ac- 
cumulated by a system which we 
have condemned, 
because we 


have called it a spying system. 
The more polite call it a system 
of intelligence. You cannot watch 
other nations with your unassist- 
ed eye. You have got to watch 
them by secret agencies planted 
everywhere. 


Secret Service 


"Let me testify to this, my fel- 


low citizens: I not only did not 
know it until we got into this war, 
but I did not believe it when 1 
was told that it was true, that 
Germany was not the only coun- 
try that maintained 
a secret 


service. Every country in Europe 
maintained it, because they had 
to be ready for Germany's spring 
upon them, and the only differ- 
ence between the German secret 
service and the other secret 
services was that the German se- 
cret service found out more than 
the others did, and therefore Ger- 
many sprang upon the other na- 
tions unawares, and they were not 
ready for it." 


Mr. Wilson's call for "a part- 


nership of peoples" was fulfilled 
on paper at least when the United 
Nations was founded in 1945 at 
the 
end 
of World War II, and 


America became a member. But 
his ideal has been only partially 
realized. He would have been a 
disappointed man today to sur- 
vey the "disunited 
nations"—an 


organization frustrateed at times 
by Communist imperialism or 
else dominated 
by 
Afro-Asian 


countries materialistically inclin- 
ed and devoid of mature states- 
manship. 


Mr. Wilson would today still be 


a crusader for the enduring prin- 
ciples of moral law and impartial 
organization frustrated at times 
justice, but he would be among 
the first to affirm that no interna- 
tional organization can survive 
and no treaty or agreement can 
be effective if leaden or govern- 
ments refuse to honor written 
pledges.

When the main stoppage of circu- 
lation can be located at some par- 
ticular point, it is now possible to 
remove the clogged portion ol 
artery in some cases and insert a 
new section. The result is prompl 
improvement of circulation in that 
area. We cannot do the same in 
the brain. 


Old persons who become erratic 


because of artery deficiency in 
the brain muust be cared for the 
best we can. We must protect 
them, we must be sorry for them 
and make them as happy as pos- 
sible. We must accept the misfor- 
tune that has overcome them. 


Some people may be afflicted at 


70 or so. Others, however, will re- 
main clear-minded into the 90's 
or beyond because their arteries 
happen to be better able to resist 
such changes, and circulation has 
not become seriously impaired.

Step Back Into Time 


They gather from far and near,

Their nostrils 
quiver to the scent of woodsmoke 
lying heavy over the land in the 
cool March air. 


They flock to stately Melrose 


whose red bricks of Mississippi 
earth have stood the test of 100 
years. 


They gather at proud Linden, 


built before 1790 and once the 
home of Mississippi's first U.S. 
Senator, Thomas B. Reed. 


The Briers Wedding 


At the Briers the visitors recall 


that on this spot Varina Howell 


became the bride of Jefferson 
Davis, President of the Confeder- 
ate States.

Information to Voters

The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters. 


A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and residence will receive a ballot 
from the ballot clerk which must have indorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, 
and no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth 
or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the 
proper manner of marking his ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom 
to vote for. 


At a nonpartisan primary election, the voter shall place a cross or other mark in the square at 
the right of the name of the candidate for whom he intends-to vote, or by inserting or writing 
in the name of any other candidate. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned 
to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all shall be issued 
to any one voter. Five minutes' time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memo- 
randum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth, and may be used 
to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked 
by the voter. 


After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed 
indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter 
should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the 
ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place. 


A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of 
physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of two election officers 
in marking same, to be chosen by the voter: and if he declares that he is visually handicapped, 
he may have anyone assist him in marking his ballot or operating a voting machine. The presiding 
officer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's disability.

Special Affenf/on During Change

This is a country on the move. 
Families move from south to 


north, from east to west, from 
cities to suburbs. And newscomers 
in a city often move several 
times before getting situated per- 
manently. 


As a result, of course, children 


are almost continually changing 
schools. 


One 
California 
junior high 


school principal reports a 65 per 
cent turnover in his school popula- 
tion after the first month. Some 
children attend as many as eight 
different schools in one year. 


This is a problem that until the 


last decade never faced us in such 
enormity. But now we are com- 
pelled to face up to methods of 
dealing with it. 


Properly handled, children can 


benefit from changing schools. 
They can learn early the adapt- 
ability to change that recurs in 
our modern world. As their hori- 
zons broaden, their interests grow. 
And they have more chances to 
make new friends. 


Grade System Unwieldy 


But, 
under the typical school 


organization in which children 
move from grade to grade almost 
automatically, transfers are apt to 
prove difficult. 


Here is a typical example. Joe's 
Barents moved half-way across 
he country. Joe's old school rec- 
jrd indicated "C" work in the 
ifth grade, so he was placed in 
the fifth grade. 


Actually Joe had been doing av- 
irage work in a low reading 
group. But it took his new teacher 
several days to discover that he 
read at the third grade, not fifth 
grade, level. Finally Joe was 
>laced in proper groups according 
o his performance in reading and 
arithmetic. But those first days 
were difficult for both Joe and his 
eacher. 


A system of more complete 


records could have smoothed Joe's 
transfer. 


Detroit is one city where they 


are trying to develop more usable 
pupil records. These records, 
which show progress or lack of it

should- follow each student from 
school to school. 


But even with adequate records, 


the present organization by grades 
presents problems for the new stu- 
ients and their teachers.

The names of the candidates whose nominations have 
been certified to this office, are given under the title of the office and under the appropriate 
party or other designation, each in its proper column, in the sample ballot below. 


Information to Voters 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters. 


A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and residence will receive a ballot 
from the ballot clerk which must have indorsed thereon the names or initials of both ballot clerks, 
and no other ballot can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire alone to a booth 
or compartment and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the 
proper manner of marking his ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom 
to vote for. 


At a nonpartisan primary flection, the voter shall place a cross or other mark in the square at 
the right of the name of the candidate for whom he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing 
in the name of any other candidate. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned 
to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all shall be issued 
to any one voter. Five minutes' time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memo- 
randum to assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth, and may be used 
to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how it has been marked 
by the voter. 


After it is marked it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed 
indorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks on the outside may be seen. Then the voter 
should pass out of the booth or compartment, give his name to the inspector in charge of the 
ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place. 


A voter, who declares to the presiding officer that he is unable to read, or that by reason of 
physical disability he is unable to mark his ballot, can have assistance of two election officers 
in marking same, to be chosen by the voter: and if he declares that he is visually handicapped, 
he may have anyone assist him in marking his ballot or operating a voting machine. The presiding 
officer may administer an oath in his discretion, as to such person's disability.

In part the con- 
troversy has grown because all sorts of 
things are being charged to this change in 
the culture, from an increase in juvenile 
delinquency to the number of women 
languishing on psychiatrists' couches. 


Unfortunately the opinions on the mat- 


ter seem to be hardening into two irrecon- 
cilable positions. One takes the point of 
view that housework is always drudgery, 
beneath the ability of the educated, intelli- 
gent woman, that it leads only to frustra- 
tion, alcoholism, sexual infidelity, laziness 
and momism. This position is expressed 
best by the college woman who finds her 
mind unappreciated by a businessman hus- 
band and a houseful of pre-school age 
youngsters. Mrs. Betty Friedan, in her 
book The Feminine Mystique, emphasizes 
that only by getting out of the home, ac- 
cepting the responsibilities of education 
and an employment commitment can to- 
day's woman become mature and fulfilled. 


The other point of view goes to the ex- 


treme that woman's place is still in the 
home because she must bear the children, 
is "naturally" passive and that the career 
woman really has too many male hormones. 
The emancipated woman with an outside 
job is pictured as the main cause of 
juvenile delinquency if she isn't at the door 
when the kids come home from school. Her 
husband becomes impotent and her sons 
homosexual because she is dominant, she 
throws off the double standard by having 
an illicit affair herself and she takes to 
easy drinking, loose language and hard- 
boiled masculine tastes. 


Of course there are a few women who 


fall into the stereotype of both categories. 
But today's problems that face women can- 
not be so easily solved by accepting either 
picture as universally true. Both women 
and men have made the mistake of insist* 
ing that homemaking came naturally to 
women just as if cutting the grass or put- 
ting on the screens came naturally to men. 
And when it became apparent that the 


housewife wasn't a universal truth, both 
men and women (but mostly women) have 
gone to the other extreme of insisting that 
only by getting out of the house can a 
woman be a real wife and mother. 


Although women, because they bear 


the children, still must maintain the major 
responsibility for a child's early training, it 
must be realized that housekeeping is 
neither woman's salvation nor her degrada- 
tion. Some women like to make curtains 
and some would rather go fishing. Some 
can find more real fulfillment in under- 
standing and helping their husbands with 
their occupation than in pounding a type- 
writer or selling stockings. Some women 
who stay home all the time bore their hus- 
bands to drink and indulge their children. 
Some can find challenge and meaning in 
working with Girl Scouts or the P.T.A. and 
others can really feel they are worthwhile 
only if they are teaching or nursing or 
writing advertising copy. 


One of the major causes of the con- 


troversies is that too many girls in their 
high school years are led into seeking the 
stereotyped woman of the perfect house- 
keep T, mother of six clean, happy chil- 
dren, excellent cook, does-she or doesn't- 
she beauty with a handsome husband cook- 
ing over the barbecue as the ideal. 


All women no more fit this picture 


than does the typical high school girl fit 
into the portrait of the valedictorian, cheer- 
leader and junior prom queen. To a great 
extent the early marriages of the last 
decade may be an attempt to fit this mold. 
In so doing both men and women seek the 
trappings of adulthood before they are 
mature. And a lot of men grow away from 
their wives, a lot of women begin to won- 
der in their thirties what life is all about 
and conferences like the current series 
come about 


There are indications that the trend is 


changing in the high schools and colleges 
simply because young women and men are 
discussing the situation. Programs by such 
institutions as Radcliffe College and the 
University of Minnesota for the continuing 
education of women have been instru- 
mental. But, as the pendulum swings, we 
must take care that a college degree or an 
evening college course does not in its turn 
become the symbol of woman's fulfillment 
as first a husband and children and then 
a job—any job—became in the last two 
decades. 


Women—like men—differ one from an- 


other and each one has the responsibility 
for working out her own salvation. They 
can be helped by increased discussion on 
the subject and a good dose of open minds 
—both male and female.

It is we who pay every penny. 


And our taxes are not free to 
us. They are not common pro- 
perty.

Nor 
are these dollars easy to come 
by. In fact, taxes are the larg- 
est single item in our cost of 
living. No wonder most house- 
hold budgets cannot stand the 
strain.

They had a chicken a la 
king luncheon afterward and a 
White House aide came around 
with a voucher for the senator to 
sign. Byrd explained there wasn't 
any money any.more. 


Truman Relations 


As the Senate seat-mate of Har- 


ry S. Truman for Jtive years, 
Byrd got along fine personally 
with that president for a while. 
But Truman seized the steel 
plants, dismissed Gen. Douglas A. 
VtacArthur and proposed a lot of 
civil rights measures. 


The president and the senator 


parted company and soon Truman 
was saying there were "too many 
Byrds in Congress." They subse- 
quently patched up their friend- 
ship. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower was all 


right so far as Byrd was con- 
cerned, until the president sent 
troops into Little Rock and turned 
up with the biggest .peacetime def- 
icit in history. 


The record of disagreements 


with Kennedy remains to be com- 
pleted.
